But much remains to be done, 
And Ue fact that that task ts 
now being undertaken can give 
us all grounds for sold satis- 
Inetion.” 


Grave Concern 


At the same time, Mr Dulles 
expressed the hope that a solu- 
Uon of the Middle East tension 
could be achieved through the 
United Nations now that the 
Soviet Union had said it would 
support ao scttlement in the 
world organtsation. 

Mr Dulles sald, with Fespect 
to the Palestine situation, att 
there was “grave concern” at 
the recent NATO Council mect- 
Ing “that the Soviet Unicn bad 
sought to further ita ends by 
playing fast nnd loose with 
peace In the area, There was 
tho feellng that that very fact 
made It more impertant for tho 
Western natlons to act with firm 
deliberation and with care.” 

The Secretary said that in 
the NATO ouncil “there was « 
belief that rellance — should, 
above all, be placed upon the 
processes of the United Natlons 


and that we can, perhaps 
do so now with somewhat 
greater confidence, sinco the 
Soviet Union seems Increasing- 
ly aware of the dangerous con- 
Sequences of reckless action, 


and has indicated that it too 
would be prepared to support a 
solution through the United 
Natlons.” 


Lack Of Planning 


Mr Dulles said that, while 
NATO haa achieved remarkable 
military success, “it still re- 
mains the fect that matters of 
vital {mportance to the Atjantic 
community are not being given 
timely consideration on a com- 
munity basis." 

He said tho great lock In 
political and economic planning 
n NATO and in matters affect~ 
ing NATO members was duc to 
the fact that “the governments 
concerned have never taken 
the basic decision to have a 
Council to which problems 
affecting the Atlantic com- 
munity would normally and 
regularly pe brought.” 

He sad that if such a decision 
were taken, “It would greatly 
iter the entire character of the 
community  relntionship. It 
would not require different 
personalitics at the Council table 
but a different approach and far 
greater in terms of 
political advisers’ than {Is now 
the case. But above all ie the 
basic decision to take seriously 
the unity of the Atlantic com- 
munity and seck to promote it 
not by super-govermment but by 
common counsel.!’

Some women who had passed 
eMc.ency courses as trainee- 
drivers were about to take the 
road when the union called a 
halt in tralning. Earlier, the 
union had obtained an assur- 
ance from the Board that there 
would be equal pay for men 
and women drivers, 

There is no Austrailan law lo 
prevent oa woman driving a 
tram, a steam or diesel train, 
becoming a plumber, a mem- 
ber of Parllument or an judge. 
Women politicians are commoa- 
place, but Australia has yet ‘o 
see o bewigged woman on the 
bench of o Superior Court or 
one in overalls digging drains 
ond xing pipes. 

The field is wide open to 
wonien judges here, as It is In 
America and some continental 
countries, All that is required, 
according to Mr C.F. Knight, 
secretary of the Crown Law 
Department in Victoria, is that 
they shall have spent cight 
years at the Bar ond, during 
thot time, proved themselves 


“eminent.” 
Other  Citadels 


There are innumerable women 
solicitors in Australla but few 
‘women barristers. What there 
are of the latter, usually epecia- 
lise in one type of litigation, 
such as divorce. 

The controversy which tollow- 
ed the bid by women to drive 
trams showed that there are 
other male citadels awaiting 


assault by women: 

Australian racing rules state 
hat women may not be jockeys, 
except al amateur and all- 
women pienic races. Mr R. 
Kennedy, nssistant secretary of 
Victoria Racing Club which 
takes a lending role In making 
racing laws, could not, how- 
ever, cle the reasons why 
women are barred os jock sys at

Under trotting laws, women 
may hold trainer Ilcences for 
the herses they own and can 
work out thelr own horses, but 
they may not. train horses pro- 
fessionally and must hand over 
the reins to men drivers in 
races, 

Mr Alan Dunn, Trotting Con- 
trol Board secretary confessed 
that he did not know the rea- 
gon for this, 

Although women are not 
barred by low from driving o 
jocomotive, there are some 
catches from the female angle.
